a1. (C) POST DELIVERED REF A NON-PAPER TO ZIMBABWE'S 
MINISTRY OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS ON DECEMBER 19. ON DECEMBER 
20, POLOFF SPOKE TO ISIDORE FUNGAI, ACTING 
UNDERSECRETARY FOR INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS IN THE 
MFA TO OBTAIN ZIMBABWE'S REACTION TO THE NON-PAPER. 
FUNGAI STATED THAT THE AGREEMENT EMERGING IN THE 
NEGOTIATIONS SOUNDS "MORE REASONABLE," AND THAT HE IS 
GLAD TO SEE THAT INDIA AND OTHER G-77 COUNTRIES APPEAR 
TO BE ON BOARD WITH THE AGREEMENT.
